missing liquor. It flcems as If the whitewash 
is about completed. 

Allhough nembcr.-i of tlie Republican 
county central committee have been dolnc 
a lot of tnlJclnB among Ihemrinlvc.i, the or- 
ganization Itself has avoided taklnn any def- 
inite stand during all the controvnr.'iy sur- 
rounding the mysterious dlsnppearancp of 
liquor evidence from the sheriff's cu.stotly 
acvernl months ago. 

Apparently the committee has been hoping 
the whole unsavory me.M would die a natural 
death and be forpottcn by the time the fall 
elections rolled around. 

Actually all thl.'s talk about the InvcstiRa- 
tlons tha sheriff and the county prosecutor 
have been making has resulted In nothing — 
not even n Rood alibi. That was quite appar- 
ent from the outset, Judging from all the 
double talk and the efforts that were made 
to distract attention from the main Issue. 

And the various excuses which have been 
offcicd as reasons why the mystery could 
not be aolved— they are amusing to say the 
least.

Jn 1029, and the second has a clean record 
since 1030. 

These accident-free records are not ac- 
cidents. They Indicate a scrupulous regard for 
leaving nothing to chance. This painstaking 
search for Increasing flight safety and the 
Improvement In airline service and courtesy 
are bright pages in our air history that de- 
serve equal attention with the occaslorfal and 
tragically spectacular crashes.
